Four or five years ago the city eonn-
oefl awnrded a contraet for official city
advertiging to The Omaha Morning Bee
with a proviso that publication In The
Evenlng Bee should be optional with
the eity authorities when they deemod
it best to uwse Loth of these papers.
Therevpon the publisher of the World-
Hernld gecured a restraining order from
Judge Keyeor proliibdting the axecution
of the contraet on the ground that the
Jolat publieation In two separate papers
was not legal. The court held that
there cnn be but one offielal paper and
that papers lssued at different times to
different subscribers are as distinet as
If they were printed In different towns,
This construction of the law has ever
since been strietly adhered to by the
city counell as well as by the county
commissioners In thelr yearly contracts
for official advertising.

Judge Keysor's position was fully sos-
talned by the supreme court of Ne-
braska in a deelsion rendered a year
ngo. The supreme court Inid down the
rule that two papers published under
different headings, dellvered to different
sets of subscribers and containing differ-
ent pnews matter, nlthongh owned by the
same persons, cannot he ealled one pa-
per for purposes of legal advertising.

And now comoes Judge Baker and re-
verses not only the decislon of the dis-
trict court enunciated by Judge Keysor
but also the decision of the supreme
court. According to Judge Baker, the
three elements of a newspaper are:
First, a distinct nnme; second, a sep-
arate list of subscribers: thivd, a ma-
terinl diference In contents, Two pa-
pers having any one of these elements
in common are, anceording to his deci-
sion, one puper for the purposes of legal
advertising. In the ease in point the ad-
mitted evidenece shows that there is a
paper lieaded “Morning World-Herald™
and another paper headed “Evening
World-Herald.,” The one 18 published
every morning, the other every nfter-
noon but Sunday afternoon. Each Is de-
livered to different lists of subscribers.
It was claimed that 80 per cent of the
contents of ench appeared in the other.
Therefore Judge Baker holds that the
Morning World-Herald and the Evening
World-Herald are in combination such
a medinm for publishing legal notices
as the law contemplates,

If this is the correct version of the
law, then Judge Keysor and the su-
preme court dare wrong and the Omaha
police commission and the Board of
County Commissioners are correct. It
g0, where would it leave the eity In [ts
official advertising? The Evening World-
Hernld is now and for two months past
has been the officinl paper of the city
of Omaha, but no city advertisement
is ever inserted In the Morning World-
Herald., If the circulations of the two
papers can be combined for advertising
liguor license notlees, how can the city's
legal notices be omitted from the Morn-
Ing World-Herald without vitiating
every notice affecting the collection of
taxes or the letting of contracts? Sup-
pose a foreclosure notlce is Inserted in
the Morning World-Herald and an ap-
peal is taken to Judge Baker's court
on the ground that this advertisement
does not fulfill the conditions of the law
beeanse it does not reach all the sub-
scribers of the two papers. Would not
Judge Baker at once deny such an ap-
pedal a8 preposterous?

If Judge Baker's ruling Is corrvect then
the circulation of the semi-weekly edi-
tion of the Wogld-Herald ean also be
bunched at pleasure with those of the
morning and evening papers because
the bulk of its contents appears in those
two papers. Under the same logie, two
or three papers published In the same
place which use the sanme patent plates
and are therefore alost identleal In
contents, although going to different
sttbseribers, could be coupled together
for legal advertising and thus defeat
the very object which the law contem-
plates when it requires puljication in
the newspaper of largest clrculation,

The vital polnt in the supreme court
decision regarding the distinetive prop-
erties of a paper Is its own subseription
list. Two papers known by the same
name, issued by the same publishers,
distributed to different bona fide sub-
seribors, are as much two papers as if
they were published under different
names by different owners. This dis-
tinetion Is elearly recognized by all press
associntions, which grant separate news
feanchises to such publications without
referenge (o their nnmes or owners,

Does it stand to reason that Judge
Baker does not comprebend these facts?
Does anybody In Omaha believe that
he would have clung to any such ab-
surdity If The Omnha Bee had sup-
ported bis gandidacy in the late elec-
tion? Burely Le kuew as well a8 every-
body in the community that the whole
proceedings In these cases from begin-
niog to end hayve been prompted by po-
Hileal vindictiveness that should have
no place o an alleged non-partisan po-
lee commission, and much less in a
court of justice

———
CUBA AND MEXICO.

In the event of the success of the
Cuban potriots in thelr struggle for in-
dependence, If the people of (fuba should
seck o unlon with any country It Is not
lmprobable that they would show a
preference for Mexico. It would seem
that they would naturally be atirnetoed
toward that nation by racial atinity,
while they would be ln qulte as fuvor-
able a sitoation If annexed to Mexleo
ns they would be if Cuba became a8 part
of the Unpited States, so far as the en-
Joyment of g republlean system of gov-
ernwent s concerued, It Is true that

proximity to this conntry and the de-

allle to annexation with the United
Rintes, but It is not o be doubted that
& very Inrge number of the Caban peo-
ple wonld feel that they wounld be more
nt home In a union with Mexico,

It appears that there I8 consglderable
sentlment In Mexico In favor of the
annexation of Cuba to that eountry,
the reasons for which are that soch
a unlon wonld give Mexico maritime
strength and external security, to Cuba
liberty and order, and to both the con-
ditions needed to constitnte & great na-
tlon, Mexico haz taken ite place among
the progressive natlons. 1t 1s gteadily
advyancing In material development and
toward a higher civilizatton. With the
nequisitien of Cuba, one of the richest
Bt on earth, a greater I.ln;\w-tml wonld
b given to the progress of the Mexican
republie, whose efforts would be gen-
erously directed to the development of
what would be itg most valuable terrl-
tory. There wonld be a homogencous
people, united by the strong tles of race,
religion and language, and such n union
would be more likely to contribute to
the contentment of the Cuban people
than would annexation to the United
States, It would be n natural union,
and therefore it would be reasonable to
expect from it the best results.

THE EXPOSITION BILLS.

There s now reasonnble assarance
that congress will, before the close of
the present sesslon, pass A Transmissis-
sippl exposition bill. Just what shape
the moasure will finally take will de-
pend very much upen the temper of
the members and the concessions they
cnn be induced to make to the demands
of the west. The passage of the Allen
bill by the senate and the avowed In-
tention of the house ways and means
committee to report the Mercer bill fa-
vorably, with minor amendments, indl-
eates that the enterprise ia generally re-
garded with favor and that congress is
disposed to give substantial recognition
to the claims of the Transmississippl
region,

The greatest danger to be feared Is
that conditions may be attnched that
woitld seriously hamper the managers.
It is rather nufortunate that the sennte
and house bills are not framed on the
same basis,  Oviginally the senate bill
was modelled by Senantor Allen upon
the Atlanta exposition bill, which gim-
ply pledged the government to make
an exhibit for which, including the
building, not exceading £200,000 ghould
be approprinted In the fotuve. This
bill, with slight modification and an
extension of the lmit of expenditure
from $200,000 to $250,000, was reported
baek by Senator Thurston from his
committee on internationad expositions.
The sennte, on the passage of the bill,
restored the original limit of $200,000,
In order, as wus explained on the floor,
to put Omaha In the same glass with
Atlantn.  The scope of the Cotton
States exposition, however, Ineluded ex-
hibits from but eight states, whereas
the proposed Transminstssippi exposi-
tion i8 to represent l\\'vnly-roilr states
and territories.

It is all Important to the
suceess of the exposition that a good
part of the government approprintion
be avallable this year and it would be
of inecaleulable advantage to lmve the
limit of the approprintion fixed on the
liberal seale contemplated in the house
bill. The requirements of a mid-conti-
nent exposition will be much greater
than that of the Cotton States ot At-
lanten and congress should be first to
recognize this fact

THE METRIU SYSNTEM,

The proposal to adopt the metrle sys-
tem of weights and measures, for which
i bill I8 now pending in congress, is
not new, It has been made from time to
time since the foundation of the gov-
ernment. Washington urged the mnat-
ter upon the attention of congress In
several messages, pointing out the im-
portance of securing uniformity of
welghts and measures, President Madi-
son referred to it in one of his mes-
suges Lo congress, saying that “the great
utility of a standard fixed in its nature
and fovrnded on nn easy rule of decl-
mal proportion is sufficiently obvions"
and pointing ont the grent advantage
which would follow from adopting a
metrie system. Later presidents have
enlled congressional attentlon to  the
subject and In 1866 a law was enacied
by congress making the use of the
metrle system permissive. One of the
subjects consgidersd by the Panamerl-
ean congress was that of the adoption
of o uniform system of welghts and
measures and all the nations that took
part in that cougress, except the United
States, have adopted the metrie sys-
tem. The Upited States baving
originated the conference, It Is urged
that our government 18 under a strong
obligation to put itself In accord with
the other countries.

There I8 wuch to be sald In favor of
the wmetrle system. As stated o the
report of the committec on ecolnage,
welghis and measures upon the pending
bill, the system is international in char-
fcter gnd almost universally in use
among civilized nations, It is the sys-
tem of Burope except in England, Rus-
sla and Demwark, In which It Is guali.
fledly permissive. The commitiee cited
o great deal of testimony to show that
the adoption of thf system wonld oper-
ate advantageously both 1o domestie
and foreign commerce, by secoring scl-
entific  uniformity in  welghts and
measures, wherens these vary now In
alost every state and also between
the United States and Great Britaln,
F'rom Hs decimal character the metrle
system, it is urged, is couvenlent and
cconomieal in practical use. On the
other hand there is strong opposition, as
was shdwn by the vote o the bouse, to
the adoption of the system, chiefly on
the ground of the attachwent of the
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people to familine terms.  They  have

While a writer of
ability, it was not his work as an edl-
tor or a8 a correspondent that gave him
distinetion. That was attained by his
superior qualifications In developing the
news departments of the papers with
which he was connected, and in this re-
spect he had few peers. He was a
minn of great Industry and application,
and was eapable of doing an immense
amount of work. 1In his personal reln-
tions, John A. Cockerill was one of the
most geninl and companionable of men,
and he was exceedingly popular with
all who knew him. His fame s In-
separably associnted with the journals
of which he had:-been the managing edi-
tor ‘and whose success Is Inrgely due
to his ability and judgment.

(ATIONAL BANK RESERVES,

A bill ig in the hands of the senate
finance committee which proposes a re-
form in the matter of national baunk
resprves that seems desirable. It pro-
vides that all national bank associa-
tions established under the Inws of the
United States shall keep thelr reserves
in their own vaults, At presentit Is the
practice of banks all over the country,
sanctioned by Inw, to keep their re-
sorves in the eity of New York and
other reserve cities, As was explained
by the author of the bill, they deposit
thelr money in those eltles and draw
interest on It, taking the money from
the sections of'c rt;v, where the banks
exist. The rwi;{ Is that most of the
time there Is gfldrge accumulation of
money in the t financial centers,
while elsewhergethé supply is small and
often inadequ .&tﬂr the demands of
legitimute bLusin Another thing Is
that the nccundifijtjon of money in New
York and theé®other large cities tends
to stimulate Intlon. A senator
stated that he been informed upon
trustworthy nﬁ ty ‘that 75 per cent
of all the mihed ! loaned by national
banks In the cily of New York is loaned
to ‘stock brokegs' pind stock speculntors,
not-to legitimatd Busigess enterprises.

Senator Hoar ideprecited the present
system, saying that vnder it the banks
have got to be an® great money-lending
syndicate, association or combination,
having headquartérs in a few great
commercial eltivs, lending money on
concerns at an entire distance from the

factory or thorough oversight. He said
the manufacturers, the merchants, the
business men, do not send thelr notes,
us they didy to the local banks in their
own neighborhood, but to the brokers
in the large cities. “So gradually we
are getting two great syndicates,” sald
the Massachusetts senator, *“one the
money-borowing ecombination and the
other the money-lending combination,
and the result is that any panic or dis-
furbance in the money market, which
before would be confined to the particu-
lar community where it arose, touches
the whole system like touching a nerve
of the human body and makes the
country much more liable to panie.”
He thought the United States banking
system ought to be amended by pro-
hibiting the payment of interest by
banks In all eases. Senator Teller also
expressed the opinlon that the practice
of notional banks paying interest on
deposits Is viclous and ought to be
stopped.

The matter Is manifestly of consider-
able lmportance, especially to those
sections of the country from which the
money is drawn to make the accumuli-
tions at the great financial centers. It
may not be expedient to go as far as
the bill proposes in requiring the banks
to keep all their reserves In their own
vaults, but it seems plaln that a change
18 desirable that will prevent the ae-
cumulation of money in the reserve
citles to the detriment of the locallties
from which it is drawn, Of course the
measure for this purpose will be vigor-
ously antagonized by the banks of the
larger cities nund possibly by those In-
stitutions generally, for they all profit,
it Is to be presumed, by the present sys-
tem, - s
